The charter will, 
of course, not be voted on at this election as none is ready for 
submission. All that the voter is called upon to decide at this 
time is whether he wants the proposed committee to KO ahead 
and prepare a municipal code during the coming winter to be 
accepted or rejected a year hence. 
It would seem to be the part of good sense and ordinary 


intelligence to authorize those fifteen citizens to reduce their 
ideas of municipal government to writing and thus_ permit the 
rest of us to review their work deliberately the remainder of the 
year and at the general election a year irom this fall pass our 
verdict upon the product of their brains. 


Certainly it is unfair to condemn in advance something not 


yet in existence. No one claims perfection for our present form 
of municipal government. It is admittedly lame in several vital 
respects. We have been fed on the empty promises of ma- 
chine politicians for years that if allowed one more chance these 
defects would be remedied. But year succeeds year and the 
reforms are not instituted. In private corporate and industrial 
affairs we make definite advances from time to time, but in 
civics we still cling tenaciously to the outworn forms of our 
fathers to the positive detriment of the entire body poliitc. 


We are not saying here that if these fifteen citizens are 


commissioned to go ahead that they will have anything better 
to offer than we now have. We are only advocating the com- 
mon-sensed view that nothing can possibly be lost by pei-mit- 
ting- them to submit their ideas in written, concrete form and 
then compare what we have with what they will then offer us. 
If, in the judgment of the majority, their handiwork is good 
and enough better than the existing system, then Coshocton is 
entitled to have it. If, in the opinion of the majority they pro- 
pose nothing better, the result of their labors is easily rejected. 


This is all that the present charter advocates ask. There 
can be no valid reason for denying them a trial. They may draft' 
an entirely new municipal program. They may offer the pres- 
ent system over again with a few vital modifications. 
They 


may prepare a combination of the old with a few up-to-date 
and progressive ideas incorporated which will, in their judg- 
ment, be as far as it is best to go now, with a flexible plan of 
amendment which will make it easy for the voters in the years 
to come to add good ones to or write objectionable provisions 
off as time and experience dictate. 


This is exactly what live industrial enterprises are con- 
stantly doing and no one save a few political hangers-on will 
oppose the same sensible, feasible course for the municipality. 
\ Cities are merely large business enterprises and the only reason 
they are not as economically and as simply managed as large 
private corporations is because the voters arc too easily be- 
guiled by specious promises made by men whose political ac- 
tivities are rarely prompted by distinterested motives. 


We would strongly urge on our readers here in the city of 


Coshocton to give this proposed drafting committee authority 
to submit to us their ideas. Twenty percent of the committee 
is composed of women. It would seem that unusual care has 
Tjeen exercised in the choice of these women for all of them 
•were interested in civic questions long before the right of suf- 
frage was given to them. Women are now full-fledged citizens, 
clothed with all the rights and prerogatives of male electors. 
Now is a good time to ascertain their views, for it is a well recog- 
nized fact that municinal government affects more closely the 
woman and the home than it does the man and his business af- 
fairs.

On November 8th, the voters of Coshocton County

EDGAR S. PAXSON, THE SCOUT 


WHO WAS A PAINTER 


Col. 
hXIgar S. Pnxson was a scout 


who became a painter. He worked 
for 'JO years on one painting before 
It was completed, and when the old 
scout's masterpiece was done, it was 
declared to be the most accurate pic- 
ture of Ouster's last battle ever 
painted. It made I'a.tson famous. 


1'nxson was a New Yorker who 


went to Montana In the early seven- 
ties. 
He became a cowpuneber, n 


hunter and trapper. When Chief Jo- 
seph led his Nez I'erce warriors on 
their 3.000-mile dash for freedom In 
1877, Parson enlisted as a scout with 
the United States troops aud served 
with them until Chief Joseph was cor- 
nered In the Hear Paw mountains and 
surrendered to General Miles. 


After the Nez Perce war was over, 


Pnxsoii 
returned 
to 
Deer Lodge, 


Mont., and opened a studio, ne had 
always wanted to pnlnt pictures nnd 
he took for his subjects the things 
lie 
knew 
best — cowboys, 
Indians, 


hunters and trappers. Then he con- 
ceived the Idea of a painting of the 
greatest Indian buttle in American 
hlstory-MJuster's lost fight with the 
Kloux nnd Cbeyennes on the Little 
Big Horn. 


For years Paxson gathered Infor- 


mation about the battle. He went over 
the battlefield again and ngaln until 
he was familiar with every foot of it; 
he talked with Indians who had fought 
against Custer, and lie sought officers 
urid men who had served with Reno 
nnd Bentecn to get itieir stories of 
the fight. He learned everything he 
could of the position of every man in 
the Seventh cavalry on that fateful 
day In ^une 1876. 


Paxson was engaged seven years 


In the actual painting of the picture. 
His work was interrupted d-urins this 
time by h's service In Cuba during 
the Spanish-American war and In the 
Philippines. After the war wss over 
be returned to bis work nnd the pic- 
ture was completed. 


In tills painting Paxson showed the 


figures of more than 200 soldiers, In- 
dians and scouts. 
It contained the 


portraits of 30 members of --Ouster's 
command painted from photographs. 
Every detail of the battle was shown 
historically accurate, so far as It Is 
possible to know how Custer and his 
men perished. The painting has beer 
on exhibition In the largest cities ol 
the United States nnd It now hangs 
in the library of the Montana State 
university at MlssouJa. 
It Is valued 


at $25,000.
